IN COAL STRIKE ASKED OF 


HARDING BY U. S. CHURCHES 


'ailing of National Coal Conference and Probe 


of Goal Industry Urged in Appeal Deliver- 


ed to the President by Church Mission

ASHINGTON.—President Harding was asked today to take steps to end 


the coal strike in a joint appeal presented to him by the Commission 


on the Church and Social Service of the Federal Council ot Churches, with 
which are affiliated thirty great protestant communions, the Department of 
Social Action of the National Catholic Welfare Council and the Social Jus- 
tice Commission of the Central Conference of American Rabbis. 
This is 


the first time, as far as is known, that these representative organizations of 
Protestants, Roman Catholics and Jews have taken joint action In an in- 
dustrial matter. The churches in their appeal asked the President 


To call a national coal conference. 
To get the facts of the coal Industry through a government in- 


vestigation. 


Not to wait until the suffering of women and children of the min- 


ing camps has become a. national calamity, and 


To end the coal strike now. 


The statement expresses gratification that the press, as a whole has 


been successful in recording the facts in the strike. 
The appeal of the 


churches in full is as follows:

"To the President of the United States: 
"We desire to express to you, on behalf of the three great religious or- 


ganizations that we represent, our conviction that the time has arrived 
when our government should act to bring about a conference in the bitu- 
minous coal industry to end/the present strike. We believe that the majority 


of the people of this country are un- 
willing to have its vitally important 
industries subject to combat as 
a 


means of settling disputes. 


Intervention is Proper 


"Whenever either disputant in a 


controversy declines to employ the 
methods of conference and arbitra- 
tion, it becomes proper for the gov- 
ernment to intervene.

HIRTY gold coins, of the first- series of gold 
coins ever minted by man, are dug up by 


American archaeologists in the buried ruins of 
Sardis, ancient city in Asia Minor. These 30 
coins were minted by CroSsus, last of the kings 


Of Lydia and first big international 
banker. 


You have heard the expression, "Rich as Croe- 
sus." John D. Rockefeller could buy and sell 
Croesus at least a 
dozen times 
over. 
Yet 


Croesus' name endures on through the ages as 
the greatest symbol of wealth, in all important 
languages. It was Croesus' ability in handling 
money, rather than his actual cash, that made 
his wealth proverbial. The psychology of this 
is that people are less- interested in possessing 
wealth than in getting more. That was Croesus' 
•way. He could start with a Shoestring and keep 
trading until he had a million. 


You see this principle at work in Henry 


Ford's appeal to the 
popular 
imagination. 


There are several men in the world with about 
as much money as Ford. Yet they are seldom 
heard of. Ford's wealth would not fire the 
average brain if he had inherited it. The glam- 
our that surrounds his bank account is due to 
its being built up from practically 
nothing. 


Ford, you know, only a few years ago, ran a 
bicycle repair shop. People, in their mad scram- 
ble for wealth, are more interested in accumu- 
lating more and more than in reaching 
any- 


definite fortune. When it comes to wealth, most 
of us are insane — with a pronounced wealth- 
phobia. 


Croesus became king when he was 35. This 


was in the sixth century B. C. He was a great 
conqueror and specialized at collecting tribute. 
Solon, famous Athenian sage and 
law-giver, 


was asked by Croesus : "Should not my vast 
wealth make me the happiest of men?" Solon 
answered that no man is really happy who is 
yet alive. This, of course, was ridiculous cyni- 
cism—the "sour grapes" line of Big Talk fre- 
quently heard from financial failures today. 
Socrates, the truly wise, if he had 
lived in 


Croesus1 time and could have looked into the fu- 
ture 2500 years, would have said to Croesus : 
"Money and gold are not real wealth. 
Far 


ahead, in the year 1922, I see American work- 
ers. As far as money is concerned, you would 
call them impoverished. 
Yet they have porce- 


lain bathtubs, automobiles, 
choice 
foods 


brought from the far corners of the earth, and 
thousands of other comforts and conveniences 
—the real wealth of life — denied to Croesus. 
And you, mighty Croesus, would give half your 
kingdom for a little device called a radio, which 
poor boys of the year 1922 will make for a few 
dollars."

There- 
fore, those who take the trouble to compare the 
1922 La Follette platform with the 1920 La 
Follette platform may be surprised to find 
striking and even fundamental differences be- 
tween the two.
